Attempted 
Assassination Stirs Resi­ 
dents of Capital. 
Washington, Ort. 15.—News of the 
attack upon Colonel Roosevelt’s life 
came as a complete shock to W ash­ 
ington, official and civilian. 
Hotel lob­ 
bies buzzed with excitement, afreets 
became filled with expectant people 
reading 
bulletin 
boards 
and 
the 
crowds emerging from the theaters 
eagerly read newspaper extras. 
Few 
members of the cabinet were in the 
city. 
At the White House executive of­ 
fices, among the attaches, many of 
whom were friends of the colonel dur^ 
log his term of office, the utmost anx­ 
iety was shown. 
The common response to the news 
that an attem pt had been mad** on 
the colonel's life was, "I hope it won’t 
be serious.” 
Senator Moses E, Clapp of Minne­ 
sota. conceded by all to be one of 
Colonel Roosevelt's closest friends in 
the senate, was shocked at the news. 
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Into the hotel. 
After a short struggle 
the assassin gave up and was carried 
without resistance out of the reach 
of the crowd. 
“Are you hurt, colonel?** a hundred 
voices called out. 
"Oh, n o /’ he responded with a smile. 
"Missed me that time. 
I'm not hurt 
a bit.” 
No one In the party, including Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt himself, entertained the 
•lightest notion that the colonel had 
been shot. 
He felt no shock, or pain, 
at the time and it was a eau rn od that 
the bullet went wild. 
As soon as Colonel Pooeevelt had as­ 
sured himself that the assassin was 
safe in the hands of the police he 
gave orders to drive on to the audi­ 
torium. 


Discover* He Is Wounded. 


They had driven hardly one of the 
four blocks from the hotel to the audi­ 
torium when John McGrath, another 
of Colonel Roosevelt’s secretaries, ut­ 
tered a sharp exclamation and point­ 
ed to the colonel’s breast. 
“Look, colonel,” he said, “there is 
a hole in your overcoat!" 
Colonel Roosevelt looked down, saw 
tho hole, then unbuttoned the big 
brown army coat which he was wear­ 
ing and thrust his hand beneath it. ] 
When he withdrew it, his fingers were 
•tainod with blood. 
Colonel Uooeevelt was not at all 
dismayed by his discovery. 
’’It looks as though I had been hit,” j 
he said, "but I don’t think it is any- ■ 
thing serious.” 
Dr. Scurry Terrell of Dallas, Tex. 
Colonel Roosevelt’s physician, who had 
entered the automobile just before it 
started off, isisted that the colonel 
return to the hotel.

Tho most interesting event of the 
wei Ic in Cuyuna range circles has 
been the installation of the electric 
motors which are to furnish the pow­ 
er to drive the pumps to hydraulic 
the holdings of the Willlams-Carlson 
Ore company In sections 17 and 18. 
township 1*», range 29. 
This will be 
the first stripping done on the range. 
Two 109 horsepower 
motors 
have 
been installed, each connecting with 
duple* pumps delivering 2.000 gal­ 
lons of water per minute under .70 
pounds pressure.
